Froiri  Alabama,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Tennessee,  Virginia, 
Kentucky,  Ohio,  Maryland,  and  West  Virginia  about  100  strong  they  came 
to  Hawk's  Nest  Lodge,  Route  60,  Ansted,  West  Va.  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  May  7  -8 
for  the  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association.

Harold  Snodgress,  Beck  ley,  West  Va.,  John  Fliss,  New  Kensington,  Pa.,  and  Robert 

Craigo,  Charleston,  West  Va.  Secretary— T reasurer;  Walter  Caldwell,  Fayetteville,  West 
Va. 

The  Ancil  Donohoe  Memorial  Trophy  for  the  best  article  published  during  the  past 
/ear  was  awarded  to  John  Fliss  for  "The  Salem  Mine".  The  trophy  for  securing  the  most 
new  members  during  the  past  year  was  awarded  to  R.  R.  Tippy. 

As  a  special  order  of  business  at  the  Fall  1976  meeting,  the  matter  of  bringing 
in  collectors  of  mill  tokens  will  be  considered.  It  was  noted  that  the  tokens  largely 
were  made  by  Oreo  and  Ingle  and  are  closely  related  to  coal  and  lumber  tokens.  The 
largest  use  was  in  the  cotton  and  spinning  mills  of  the  southern  states.  Comments  on 
this  will  be  welcomed  by  the  officers  in  advance  of  the  Fall  1976  meeting. 

The  membership  voted  to  make  up  to  $1000.00  of  organization  funds  available 
to  the  Executive  Committee  to  insure  a  speedy  completion  of  the  Don  Edkins  book  on 

coal  scrip.  To  this  point,  he  has  photographs  of  over  2000  tokens  and  has  catalogued 
over  10,000  items.  He  has  screened  every  major  collection  known  to  determine  rarity 
values  and  is  ready  to  complete  typing  of  the  manuscript.  It  is  the  hope  of  all  that 
the  book  can  become  a  reality  within  a  very  short  time.

REPORT  BY  PRESIDENT -WAITER  CALDWELL  TO  THE  MEMBERSHIP: 

I  want  to  thank  each  of  you  for  the  support  that  you  have  given 
me  as  the  first  President  of  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association.  I  know  that 
you  will  give  this  same  support  to  the  new  President  that  you  elect  here  today.  I 
would  certainly  be  remiss  if  I  dfd  not  mention  the  special  effort  by  Paul  Cunningham 
for  conducting  the  "want  ad"  section  in  the  bulletin  and  to  John  Fliss  for  conducting 
the  "Question  and  Answer"  feature  for  each  issue. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  present  organization  balance  at 
The  Fayette  County  National  Bank,  Fayetteville,  West  Va.,  is  $1875.52.  There  is 
cash  on  hands  in  the  amount  of  $24.00  for  a  total  of  $1899.52.  There  are  no  out¬ 
standing  accounts.  Too,  as  you  are  aware,  none  of  the  organization  funds  are  used 
for  publication  of  the  organization  bulletin. 

I  am  displeased  to  report  that  we  have  lost  several  members  by 
"non-renewal".  The  current  1976  paid  membership  stands  at  252.  Since  we  nave 
issued  a  total  of  363  membership  numbers,  thus,  our  loss  through  death  and  non¬ 
renewal  totals  111  during  the  past  three  years.  This  membership  problem,  I  feel, 
merits  special  attention  and  consideration  of  the  Executive  Committee  as  well  as  the 
membership  at  large. 

I  am  still  firmly  convinced  that  a  book  on  coal  scrip  is  sorely 
needed  by  token  collectors  everywhere.  At  every  turn,  I  hear  the  comment  - 
"when  is  the  book  to  be  available?".  Every  member  present  should  make  a 
special  effort  to  do  whatever  is  needed  to  see  that  this  becomes  a  reality.  This, 
by  the  way,  would  have  the  effect  of  increasing  the  value  of  every  token  in  your 
collection  because  the  more  collectors  -  the  more  demand  for  available  coal  items. 

I  want  to  urge  that  you  contribute  to  the  bulletin.  We  need 
now  a  volunteer  to  handle  the  "New  Finds"  .feature  each  month.  We  need  more 
of  the  articles  for  publication  such  as  we  had  in  the  last  few  issues. 

Finally,  for  those  of  you  who  are  members  of  TAMS,  I  urge 
that  you  help  me  to  advance  the  hobby  of  coal  and  lumber  token  collecting.  I  am 
a  candidate  for  re-election  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  the  meeting  to  be  held  in 
New  York  in  August.  If  you  favor  my  candidacy,  I  would  like  for  you  to  vote 
when  the  ballots  are  mailed  in  July.  Too,  whether  you  are  a  member  or  not,  I 
solicit  your  comments  and  suggestions  regarding  TAMS.  Your  response  will  be 
used  for  my  report  at  the  Board  meeting. 

Again,  thanks  for  many  wonderful  months  of  association  with 
a  host  of  fine  folks.  I  hope  to  develop  many  additional  friendships  during  the 
months  ahead  as  I  pursue  those  elusive  coal  and  lumber  "goodies".

Q:  A  scriptor  received  two  pieces  of  unsolicited 
scrip  through  the  mails  and  misplaced  them.  He 
wishes  to  know  what  is  his  responsibility. 


A:  The  I  ocal  postmaster  informed  me  that  unsolicited  merchandise  need  not  be  returned  or 
acknowledged.  This  would  tend  to  alleviate  the  legal  aspects.  But,  as  to  moral  implications, 
your  conscience  must  be  your  guide.  I  would  return  the  merchandise  or,  in  this  case,  I  would 
remit  the  reasonable  value  of  the  tokens. 


Q:  A  Connecticut  scriptor  asks  if  anyone  can  attribute  a  token  listed  as  "The  Honaker  Lumber 
Co.,  Inc." 

A:  This  one  is  easy.  The  Honaker  Lumber  Co.  location  is  Honaker,  Russell  Co.,  Virginia. 

Q:  A  reader  asks  if  anyone  knows  of  coal  scrip  from  North  Carolina. 

A:  This  is  a  difficult  state  indeed,  with  limited  coal  operations  in  the  past.  Your  editor 
was  privileged  however  to  see  recently  a  complete  set  of  The  Carolina  Coal  Co.  in  the 
possession  of  another  collector.  It  is  without  doubt  the  most  beautiful  and  desirable  set  I  have 
yet  seen.  Dodrill  lists  a  token  from  the  company  but  I  am  curious  as  to  just  how  many  are 
really  around.  I  know  of  no  other  coal  tokens  from  this  state. 

Q:  A  collector  writes  that  he  has  acquired  a  Kington  Coal  &  Coke  Co.  Ip  aluminum, 
octagon  shaped  piece  of  Morganfield,  Ky.  and  he  wants  to  know  if  this  should  be  Kingston 
as  Dodrill  has  no  listing  for  Kington. 

A:  A  check  made  with  a  couple  of  advanced  collectors  indicates  that  the  token  should  be 
Kingston  Coal  &  Coke  and  that  it  is  definitely  an  error  of  medium  rarity. 


The  following  information  was  received  regarding  the  Maverick  listed  in  the  April  1976  issue 
as  "W.D .B .T ./Bear  Branch  Mine". 


A  1930  issue  of  Bullinger's  Postal  Guide  lists  a  Bear  Branch  Mine  in  Clay  Co.,  Ky.  with 
the  nearest  post  office  being  Manchester,  Ky.  If  some  of  our  Kentucky  readers  would  follow 
up  on  this  lead,  we  may  succeed  in  definitely  attributing  this  token  and  unraveling  the 
mystery  of  the  initials.  (We  are  indebted  to  Scriptor  Al  Zaika  of  Bel Imawr,  N.J.  for  the 
information  given.)
